WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller and Sen 
B arry Coldwater disagree on 
some vital issues but they are 
in accord in advocating a two- 
front attack on President Ken­ 
nedy in 1964. 
In answers to a series of iden­ 
tical 
questions 
submitted 
to 
them separately by The Associ­ 
ated Press, the two potential 
contenders for the COP R esi­ 
dential nomination disclosed a 
deep division over civil rights 
legislation. 
The New York governor and 
the Arizona senator voiced op­ 
posing views on how to provide 
medical care for the elderly, the 
need for right-to-work laws and 
whether there should be an im­ 
m ediate tax cut. 
In the international field they 
stood together in opposition to 
any American pull-out from Viet 
Nam. 
Both cautioned 
against 
being lulled by Soviet overtures 
for peaceful coexistence. Their 
answers about what to do about 
the Cuba problem were relative­ 
ly similar. They differed in de­ 
gree over the limited nuclear 
lest-ban treaty's effect. 
Rockefeller served notice he 
did not regard answers to the 
questions as a substitute for a

Diamond managed to surface 
and climbed into the boat, but 
suffered fractures of both legs 
when struck by the boat s pro- 
peilor He underwent em ergen­ 
cy .surgery at Weirton General 
Hospital and is in “satisfactory 
condition today. 
Dalbenzio told the officer he 
drove into the water in attem pts 
to save the girl Dragging oper­ 
ations were started soon after 
the mishap and were called off 
at midnight when the body had 
not been found

The big freighter towed Earl s 
small boat for a mile Sunday be­ 
fore the 52-year-old fisherman 
leaped into the water. He was 
rescued by other fishermen. 
The Coast Guard said the 
freighter, the Norwegian ship 
Fernfjord of the Oslo Line, 
plowed through an area a mile 
off Wildwood Park where about 
75 small boats filled with fisher­ 
men were anchored. An investi­ 
gation continued. 


“ I had my back to this ship,” 


Earl said. “ Someone yelled to 
pull in my anchor. I turned 
around and there was this big 
boat bearing down on me. 
“ I thought it was going to hit 


my boat. I n s t e a d , its bow 
snagged my anchor line. Then it 
started pulling me.” 
Earl said he abandoned his 


boat because it was taking on 
water. 
“ I was afraid of being sucked 


under by the freighter s propel­ 


lers,” he said. " I dived as far 
from the boat as I could. 
“ I hadn’t swum for 20 years, 


but I kept swimming until an­ 
other fishing boat rescued me.”

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Farm Agent Tells Shoppers: 
Buy Vegetables For Storage 


Prices 
of many 
vegetables 
have fallen to the point where 
food shoppers should buy them 
in quantity for winter storage, 
according to Ed Watkins, mar­ 
ket information agent with the 
Agriculture Extension 
Service 
in Canfield. 
Among the hardy vegetables 
that can be stored for varying 
lengths of time are potatoes, 
cabbage, squash, turnips a n d 
sweet potatoes, he said. The de­ 
cline in supplies of other vege­ 
tables has sent prices upward. 
These include tomatoes, cucum­ 
bers, peppers, beans and corn 
A good quantity of high qual­ 
ity cauliflower also is a fea­ 
ture at t h i s week s markets. 
Economical prices and large, 
clean, white heads are typical 
of this product now. 
Fruit choices this week offer 
quite a variety, some at rather 
reasonable prices, o t h e r s are 
more expensive 
Probably the most w i d e l y 
available economical fruit is a 
number of varieties of apples. 
At this time of year the general 
quality characteristics of apples 
is at a high point. McIntosh, 
Cortlands. Jonathans, Red and 
Golden Delicious are varieties 
that are in season. 
In addition to a few blue Con­ 
cord grapes from Northern Ohio 
vineyards, there is a good se­ 
lection of West Coast grapes 
at food markets. Generally the 
most economical of this assort­ 
ment are red Tokays. There is 
little price difference between 
good quality Thompson seedless, 
Muscats and Ribiers. 
The first of the early varie­ 


ties of Florida oranges are now 
in local supermarkets. 


Prices are above last year's 
level and will have a tendency 
to remain rather high. Recent 
reports indicate that this years 
orange crop will be some 12 
percent below last year's small 
crop. 
As of September I, canned 
orange juice supplies were down 
34 percent from a year earlier. 
At this same time canners sup­ 
plies of pineapple juice w e r e 
down 30 percent. Probably the 
brightest spot in the picture is 
the tomato juice situation. As 
of July I canners and distribut­ 
ors held stocks which were 60 
percent above a year ago. 


There is not a whole lot of 
change in prices or supplies of 
the major kinds of meats. Beef 
and pork roasts are favorite 
features.
